“By excess relief costs,” he said,

ditures for this purpose during 
years prior to 1930. 

“I believe these excess relief 
expenditures should be borne by 
the provincial and federal gov- 
eruments, and while I am aware 
some of the provinces cuestion 
their ability to absorb this respon- 
sibility, I am of the opinion satis- 
factory arrangements could be 
made between the provinces and 
the Dominion government.”

Secession Demand Must 
be Met or Revolution | 
Will Take Place Soon

VIENNA, July 20.—A revolution | 
is toming in the boy King Peter's 
country unless the government) 
agrees to secession of Croatia. j 

So the writer was told here. 

“This is the last chance offered to | 
Prince-Regent Pau! and to the dyn- 
asty of Karageorgevic. The only | 
alternative to a revolution and the 
destruction of Jugoslavia is the rec- 
ognition of the will of the Croatian 
people as expressed during the last 
e’ection, that is. the restoration of 
the freedom of Croatia.” 

August Koshutich, former Yugo- 
Slav minister and one of the leaders | 
of the Croatian nationalists, said | 
this in an exclusive interview here. | 


MONSTEROUS LAW 

Mr. Koshutich was a Croatian 
Geputy from 1923 to 1927, a cabinet 
member in 1926-27. and is now the 
official representative of the Croat- 
fan nationalists abroad. He is liv- | 
ing in Vienna. He continued: } 

“In spite of all efforts to suppress | 
ft, public opinion in Croatia is so| 
strong that it has swept all before | 
it during the last elections. In spite | 
of open voting, of government ter- 
forism and of (falsified returns in 
Croatia. the nationalist opposition 
won 700.000 votes, whereas the gov- 
ernment had only 200,000. In all 
WJugoslavia the opposition had 1.- 
§00,00 votes against the allegedly 
1,700,000 of the government. 

“But owing to the monstrous elec- 
tion law, the opposition received | 
only 67 seats against the govern- 
gment’s 303. In Zagreb, the capital) 
of Croatia, the ticket of Dr. Viadi- 
mir Macek, leader of the Croatian: 
mationalists. obtained 30.000 votes) 
against the government's 9,000 
Nevertheless, four candidates of the | 
government were elected and none 
of the Croatians. 


MUST BE SEPARATE 

“The united opposition refused to 
fMccept this result and decided to 
remain away from the Skupstina 
The 44 Croatian deputies, who were 
officially elected, convened in Za- 
greb and will hold their regular 
meetings. Though this body has no 
legislative or executive powers, it 
ean be regarded as a Croatian 
counter-parliament.” 

Dr. Macek recently was invited 
to Belgrade by Regent Paul, seek- 
ing a peace solut.on. 

Koshutich says that eventually 
Croatia, Slavonia and Dalmatia 
with their three and a half million 
Croatian inhabitants, must form a 
sovereign state 

“We are willing to maintain a 
customs union with the other parts 
of Jugoslavia and even,to recog- 
nize the present dynasty as the 
head of the state. But we shal 
certainly not make concessions if 
the opposition and the humiliation 
under which we suffered for six! 
years continues 


BRUTAL REGIME 

“The brutality of the present re- 
gZime is characterized by the last)

CROP YIELD 
RELATED T0 
ROOT GROWTH 


SASKATOON, July 20—Problems 
of the scientist in selecting plants 
for cross-breeding will be material- 
ly reduced by the present research 
at the University of Saskatchewan, 
which has indicated that yield is 
related to root growth. Experiments 
conducted on plots of the field hus- 
bandry department by T. Pavly- 
chenko under direction of Dr. J. B. 
Harrington must yield more data 
before definite conclusions are) 
drawn but plant studies below soil 
appears to be the course for the 
future. 

Different wheats, planted under 
identical conditions, were examin- 
ed 22 days after the plants had 
emerged from the ground. The roots 
of Prelude wheat had penetrated 15 
inches, Reward 22 inches, Marquis 
26 inches and Reliance 31 inches. 
The yield of these four wheats here 
follows the same order.

MARRIAGE IS 
ANNULLED BY 
HIGH COURT 


Ruling of Judge Effects 
Catholic-Protestant 
Marriages 


MONTREAL, July 20—Mr. Jur- 
tice Alfred Forest in superior court 
Friday annulled the marriage of 
Jeanne Dubois to Earl Sharpe with 
the declaration “to give effect to 
the conclusions adopted by the 
lords of the privy council on the 
subject of mixed marriages by a 
non-Catholic clergyman would be 
to violate the conscience and the 
free exercise of religion by Cath- 
olics.” 

In his judgment he ruled mare 
riages between Catholics and Prot- 
estants solemnized by persons 
other than Catholic priests were 
invalid under Canon law and 
“since the promulgation of our 
civil code, in 1866, our tribunals 
accepted and sanctioned the laws,

Mr. Justice Forest also voiced an 
appeal to religious authorities to 
have parliament amend article 127 
of the criminal code, which he said 
“caused this judiciary conflict and 
gave rise to so much animosity be- 
tween persons of different beliefs.” 
Article 127 relegates questions of 
obstacles to marriage to “the rules 
followed up to now in the various 
churches and religious societies.” 
He termed the phrasing ambiguous.

With gasproof suits and portable bombproof 
shelters, Paris prepares for foe's sudden smash.

ARIS, July 20.—Ninety minutes 

from any given minute is all 
the time Paris expects to get to 
prepare for the first air attack in 
case of war with Germany. 

That is the approximate flying 
time from German air bases at 
Stuttgart, Frankfort, and Cologne. 
Some make it less than that, for 
no military staff counts any long- 
er on the old-fashioned declara- 
tion of war. 

First warning of future wars, 
military men assume will come 
when a fleet of war planes crosses 
the border. The winner will be 
the country which “jumps the 
gun” the fastest. And “the next 
war” might even be pretty well 
decided in an hour and a half. 

But despite, or perhaps because 
of, those fatal 90 minutes, Paris 
lags in the careful preparations 
for defense against air attack that 
mark life in Berlin, which is 
much farther from the frontier.

Berlin has made a careful cen- 
| sus of every cellar. But nothing 
of the sort has been done in Paris 
The National Union states that a 
few cellars are suitable to hide in 
| as bombproofs, but that only a 
| handful are built withstand 
| Bas. 

A vague plan is discussed to 
| turn the famous old catacombs 
beneath Paris into bombproof 
shelters. But they have crumbled 
so far that it might cost a billion 
| frances to repair them as shelter 
| for more than 30,000 people. 
Military authorities are con- 

vinced that probably no major 
city can be saved from extensive 
| damage in case of a European 
war. So the only really safe bet 
to protect civilians is to get them 
out of there—evacuation 
Residents remember that the 
government was on the very 
point of sacrificing Paris to the 
| advancing Germans in 1914, mov- 
ing out the government offices

FOLLOWING UP THE “LEVY” 

Speaking at Athabasca, Mr. Aberhart ex- 
plained in a sentence where he proposes to get 
the money to retire the Social Credit dividend 
certificates he would issue to all adult residents 
of the province as Government-supplied meal 
tickets. “The Government will declare the divi- 
dends and recover them from the price spreads.” 

These dividends would amount roughly to 
$10,000,000 a month, at the proposed rate of $25 
to each individual. Since the average gross in- 
come of the people of the province is some 
$15,000,000 per month, two-thirds of this would 
have to be handed over to retire the dividend 
certificates; leaving the house-holder one-third 
of his present income, in addition to the divi- 
dends received by him and his dependents. 
Out of which he would have to pay for all the 
goods he bought for re-sale, all the cost of 
operating his farm or business, and the cost of 
living for his family. 

This money is not to be collected through 
an income “tax”; which would be understand- 
able, and would be also the simplest and fair- 
est way to go about it. The mone 
by a “levy” interposed between the cost a 
selling price of goods. That is to say, between 
what one pays for an article, or pays to pro- 
duce the article, and the price at which he sells 
it. 

Obviously the present price spread does not 
@mount to any such sum as $10,000,000 a month. 
The spread is in fact barely sufficient to keep 
business moving at the present minimum vol- 
ume and sluggish pace. In many cases there is 
no spread at all between the outgo and the in- 
come of a concern, a businessman or a farmer 
In quite a number of cases the “spread” is the 
wrong way, and farming or other operations are 
being carried on at a dead loss, by the using up 
of capital or the incurring of debt. 

Hence before the new levy could be collected 
from the price spread the spread would have to 
be widened to produce the necessary amount. 
The $10,000,000 would have to be added to pres- 
ent selling prices before it could be extracted 
from them. In other words, the prices of goods 
would have to be marked up, which is precise- 
ly what Mr. Aberhart proposes in his Manual. 

Roughly, that would mean a two-thirds 
increase in the average cost of goods to the 
consumer bought over the counter, of farm 
implements, building materials, and every other 
commodity passing by sale from one person to 
another. From bread to motor cars, and from 
false teeth to radios, everything would have 
to go up, by a margin sufficient to produce the 
required two-thirds advance in the aggregate 
of selling prices. 

And with no resultant benefit from the ad- 
vance to those engaged in production or dis- 
tribution. The whole of the advance would be 
absorbed by the Government to retire the credit 


certificates. In point of fact, everyone would be 
. 


worse off, whether wage-earner or “on his 
own.” Worse off by the cost of the very 
extensive organization that would have to be 
maintained to issue the certificates and collect 
the money to retire them. 

Everyone, that is, except the fortunate in- 
dividuals who got jobs in the dozens of credit 
houses that would have to be established and 
in the army of directors, supervisors and 
inspectors who would have to be employed in- 
side and outside to keep everybody in step and 
the complicated machinery operating 

A doubling or trebling of the civil service 
list would be inevitable. Inevitable also the 
doubling or trebling of the cost of paying the 
salaries of the Government employees. Which 
cost, it is to be noted, would have to be paid as 
taxation over and above the “levy” made to 
pay off the credit certificates. 

And that, so far as visible to ordinary busi- 
ness judgment, seems to be the net result of the 
ingenious scheme, supposing it ever got past the

WHAT OF THE REACTION? 

Thirty leaders of the strike at Valcartier, 
where 1,900 men stopped work because they 
think they should get more than twenty cents 
a day for building a new Government arsenal, 
were kidnapped by the Police “on orders from 
Ottawa,” loaded into trucks, taken outside the 
camp, and “abandoned”—presumably on a pub- 
lic highway. 

No doubt that was the quick and easy way 
to get them out of the camp. Perhaps it was 
also the quickest and easiest way to intimidate 
the rest of the men and drive them back to 
work. 

But, one must wonder, did the man respon- 
sible for these “orders” imagine that kind of 
treatment would convince the campmen that 
their demand for higher pay was unreasonable 
or impracticable? Or that unemployed men the 
country over would be impressed with the fair- 
ness of the proceedings? Or that those who are 
tempted to take short-cuts with the law on 
their own account will be dissuaded by this 
kind of official action against men who appar- 
ently had done nothing for which they could 
be arrested and tried? 

Is that the way to “end unemployment,” allay 
discontent, discourage violence, and “make 
Canada a land to love?”

Three young sadists on trial at Victoria for

Soviet Russia spilt lots of blood and short- 
ened many a life to accomplish itself. So it is 
fitting that the Institute of Experimental Medi- 
cine at Leningrad should now devote itself to 
seeking the secret of long and active life. 

Mechnikov, Pasteur’s Russian assistant, 
noting the long life of Bulgarian peasants, 
attributed it to the beneficial effect of bacteria 
from the sour milk they consume. He declared 
that death comes from an accumulation of 
poisons in the large intestine. He became a 
dietetic martyr to his beliefs. Despite the con- 
stant diet of sour milk he lived but to 72—not 
a long life for a man of science. 

The Institute of Experimental Medicine 
noting that a high level of sensitivity in the 
higher nervous centres is associated with leng- 
evity, is seeking to evolve a theory. Contrary to 
common belief people who live well past the 
century mark are rarely those who have lived 
passive lives. They are usually people who 
throughout their lives have had a super-abund- 
ance of nervous energy. Among those following 
mental pursuits, centenarians are more often 
than not, notable for the vigor of their creative 
faculties 


Touring the leading American cities and 
lecturing, is a 111 year old lady who studied 
music under Liszt, has a medical degree from 
Heidelberg and who discusses the philosophy of 
Spinoza in between cigarettes. Dr. Marie Char- 
lotte DeGoliere Davenport was married at 
fifteen and again at eighteen and had eleven 
sons, several of whom are living. She is sup- 
porting her third husband who is 68 and an 
invalid, rides horseback, plays the piano, com- 
poses music.

M. P. P. Lazarev, in charge of the research 
into longevity at Leningrad says that when the 
secrets of longevity are known, men should 
retain their faculties till the age of 180 years.

Whether one wants to live for 180 years is 
another question. A well known magazine 
editor, on the story staff of two Hollywood film 
corporations, and who earned as much as 
$180,000 a year took his quietus last week at the 
age of 57, with the aid of a gun. Despondency 
and ill-health was given as the reason. Exten- 
sion of age to 180 might be chiefly useful for 
racketeers who receive cumulative sentences, 
or for husbands behind in their alimony whose 
e€x-spouses are in a vindictive mood. 

In New York the Alimony Reform League 
engaged a number of mental experts, including 
psychologists and pathologists, to conduct a 
survey into the mental attitudes of husbands 
and wives at variance. It took three years to 
complete the survey and 841 cases were studied, 
chiefly from answers to elaborate question- 
naires. The report was published last week. 

The decision of the experts is that the major- 
ity of women who send their ex-husbands to 
alimony jails are “pathological cases”—or in 
every-day language are lunatics. Of the total, 
69 per cent were said to be suffering from “per- 
secution mania.” 

One woman in describing the partner of her 
sorrows to the experts, wrote: “My husband 
had the grace of a hippopotamus, the brain of a 
gnat, the appearance of a giraffe and the per- 
sonality of a dead salmon.” All she wanted was 
to be supported in comfort by the unfortun- 
ate monstrosity.

louse, skunk, pig, rat, bedbug, cockroach and 
Snake.

Mr. Justice Humphreys in the famous Old 
Bailey criminal court in London last month 
liberated a man who confessed he had killed 
his wife by strangling her to death 

He was a 71-year-old stereotyper, who for 
35 out of the 45 years of his married life had 
endured the misery of being married to a 
woman who had given way to drink. At one 
time she had been confined in an institution but 
prevailed on her husband to have her freed. 
Though his home was not open to his friends, 
they all testified to his devotion. He was called 
“one of the best-loved men” by his friends in 
the printing trade. 

For thirty-five years he had stood it, then a 
drunken insult hurled at him snapped his re- 
sistance. The man who had never laid a hand 
on his wife strangled her and gave himself up 
to justice. 

Neighbors agreed that she had been a nag- 
ging, tantalizing woman, in addition to being 
a drunkard. Even the judge told the jury “I 
suppose no man ever stood in a dock, sat on a 
jury or even presided over a court of justice, 
who had a more exemplary character than this 
man.” 

When the jury, rejecting the murder charge, 
found the man William Thomas Rourke guilty 
of manslaughter with a strong recommendation 
to mercy, Mr. Justice Humphreys sentenced him

Many people are undoubtedly troubled by 
inferiority complexes. If we examine the term 
“inferiority” we find it self-explanatory, refer- 
ring to the fact that the individual feels inferior 
to others around him, or to the fact that he 
feels he lacks “what it takes” to face a certain 
situation. However, a feeling 
of inferiority may exist in all 
degrees and intensities.

He may be ashamed to admit 
the fact that he has fallen down, and at least in 
the beginning, will try his best to hide that 
feeling from others. Later on, he may confess 
his distrust, but in the beginning, he hides it 
from his fellows. If you fee? inferior in any one 
direction, I venture to say that the hardest

thing in the world for you to talk about, is | 


that particular shortcoming in which you feel 
you lack. 

You probably learned early in life that you 
are not as good looking as someone else, nor 
as smart, nor as capable. As soon as you be- 
came aware of this feeling you started strug- 
gling against it, in fact, the fight against an 
inferiority complex is largely an inward battle. 
It is a fight which rages back and forth on the 
inside, wasting a great deal of energy. 

It may be stated as a psychological law that: 
WE ARE BORN WITH THE NEED TO THINK | 
WELL OF OURSELVES. The individual who 
is harassed by a feeling of inferiority is inter- 
fering with this fundamental need. He forgets 
that he probably has all the ability he will ever 
need to do what he has to do. He forgets that 
when he averages up his capabilities and com- 
pares them with those of the ordinary person 
that he is just as good as they are. Instead of 
a normal amount of self-esteem, he does not 
think well of himself, apologizes, and is filled 
with self-doubt. He is breaking one of the first 
psychological laws. He is trying to do some- 
thing that simply will not work: he is trying to 
succeed when he has already sold himself on | 
the idea that he can’t succeed. If our psycholog- | 
ical wheels are to run smoothly, they must be | 
well-oiled with the feeling that we think well | 

| 


of ourselves. Take away this lubricating oil 
and put in its place, the clogging grit of doubt 
and the wheels will stick and you will not get 
the full power from your vital machine. 

The greatest mistake made by these people 
who are cramped and hindered by a feeling of 
inferiority is that they believe because they 
have been limited by this compiex for years, 
that they must go on feeling inferior. They put 
themselves in the incurable class. Nothing could 
be farther from the truth. An inferiority com- 
plex can be completely overcome and modern 
psychology is lending a helping hand to all of 
those who have been bound by the limiting 
chains of inferiority. There is absolutely no 
reason for you to believe that just because you 
have had an inferiority complex, you must go 
on having one. 

An inferiority feeling has been built up by 
the way you feel about yourself. Change the 
feeling and you put in the place of inferiority 
a feeling of confidence. You have a feeling of 
distrust because past experiences have made 
you form the habit of doubting yourself. This 
habit can be changed.

I have been a baker for 14 years 
and as Mr. Aberhart, apparently, 
does not know what ingredients 
go into bread, I will give you an 
outline of the cost of putting 
bread on the market: Ninety-eight 
pounds flour, $2.00; yeast, 60c; 
sugar, 12c; salt, 3c; lard, 25c, malt, 


l5c; labor, two and _ one-half 
hours at 60c per hour, $1.50; coal 
for heating and baking, 50c, 


electricity for operation of dough 
mixer, 10c; wear on machinery, 
5c; greasing pans, 5c, business tax, 
5c; insurance, Sc; 112 wrappers, 
10c, paper and string, 10c; man to 
deliver bread, 10c. 
112 loaves of bread, $5.75. 

Amount of bread made from 98 
pounds flour, 112 20 ounce loaves 
when baked. One hundred and 
twelve loaves at 6c each brings 
the baker $6.72. His cost was $5.75. 
Now all the profit the baker has 
is 97c, providing he sells all his 
bread, but we all know that he 
often has bread left over which 
is a total loss. 

The baker and his family have 
to live on the 97c that he has left, 
andif Mr. Aberhart, B.A, can get 
the amount of his levy in the way 
he says he intends to get it, with- 
out increasing the price of bread, 
then I would like to be shown.

What 
happens to the union labor move- 
ment? It disappears because col- 
lective bargaining, the objective of 
labor, is no longer possible. 

But why compel employers to 
pay wages in Social Credit certifi- 
cates instead of money?

In the Social Credit Manual ‘p 
29) Mr. Aberhart illustrates his 
levy on the producer as follows: 

“The province will be able 
collect a ievy that will provide the 
basic dividends to distribute to the 
various citizens. To illustrate this 
let us take a bushel of wheat say 
at a just price of sixty 
Fifty-five cents of this is to go to 
the farmer and will provide a fair 
commission on his turnover. Five 
cents will be set aside for the gov- 
ernment levy. The wheat 
}to the miller who grinds it into 
|flour. The cost of grinding will be 
covered by the shorts and bran and 
other by-products of the process 
This will produce about forty 
; pounds of flour. We will suppose 
that the flour sells for $1.10, ten 
cents of which is again given to 
the government as its levy. The 
flour is next turned to the baker 
who makes it into bread which he 
sells at seven cents a loaf. The forty 
pounds of flour with the water and 
other ingredients would make fifty 
loaves of bread. Suppose the gov 
ernment levy on this bread was 4 
cent a loaf. That would give en 
additional fifty cents levy Thus 
from a bushel of wheat, processing 
it to flour, the government would 
be able to collect possibly sixty-five 
cents. This will also apply to other 
goods that will be processed or 
marketed in the province.”

ENORMOUS CARRY-OVER 

| If, however, the fixed price be 
above the market or world price, 
who will buy the wheat? That is 
our trouble at present. We have 
jan enormous carry-over of some 
230 million bushels which has ac- 
|cumulated because we tried to keep 
four price above the market. No- 
body can compel the consumer to 
j}buy. If the price is too high, he 
will do without, or use substitutes. 
If, on the other hand, the intention 
is that Alberta is to make up the 
difference between the fixed price 
and the market price, that differ- 
ence can only be made up by taxa- 
tion and taxation always comes out 
of production and wages. If we are 
to bonus or subsidize production, 
we can do so now and in fact have 
done so in the past, and it is quite 
unnecessary to scrap our whole 
economic system and to replace it 
with a new, untried and doubtful 
scheme such as the Aberhart 
scheme in order to accomplish the 
same result. 


It will be noticed also that Mr. 
Aberhart evidently intends to 
conscript the moncy realized from 
exports such as wheat, cattle, 
dairy products, lumber and coal. 
His answer to question 57 above 
quoted shows this. This indicates 
that not only does he intend to 
pay wages in Social Credit cer- 
tificates, but also he intends to 
pay farmers and other producers 
in Social Credit certificates in- 
stead of real money. Aside alto- 
gether from the illegality of such 
3 proposal, it is enough to fright- 
en any producer from voting for 
his scheme. 


ABERHART AND OPPONENTS 

Probably the most extraordinary | 
feature of the scheme is the threat 
|to punish his political opponents. A 
government is elected to administer 
our public affairs in the general in- 
|terests of all people, irrespective of | 
party, religion or race. This does 
not seem to be Mr. Aberhart’s idea 
of government. In the Social Credit 
Manual ‘p. 47) he writes: 

“23. What woula you do if a 
person did not wish to join with 
the Social Credit idea? Answer— 
In the first place he would not re- 
ceive any monthly dividends It! 
would be impossible, in the second | 
place, for him to evade the Price 
Control feature. In the third place, 
he would have to be taxed just in 
the same way that he is taxed 
under this present system which he 
wishes to maintain.” 


DENIED FAIR TREATMENT 


If this means anything, it means 
that if he should win the election, 
those of us who have voted against 
him will be denied fair treatment 
under his system. « 

Will the basic~dividend promise 
become obsolete? 

In this original Social Credit 
pamphlet, “The Douglas System of 
Economics,” published in 1934, Mr 
Aberhart says ‘see p. 2): 

“All citizens having money in the 
banks, trust companies, etc. should 
purchase government bonds bearing 


4 per cent interest, payable in 
credit and maturing at such times 
as the citizens desire. With the 


money thus obtained, the govern- 
ment will at once proceed to liqui- 
date all provincial debts ontstand- 
ing.” 

This means that Aberhart in- 
tends to perpetuate the interest 
system and at 4 per cent. which 
is only slightly lower than the 
general average present rate of 
48 per cent. But Ontario is bor- 
rowing money at 2.9 per cent, 
and the Australian states are bor- 
rowing money at 3'; per cent. 
When confronted with this, Aber- 
hart supporters will tell you that 

| this feature is obsolete. 

In the seme pamphlet ‘p 3), Mr 
Aberhart says: 

“If the money is inadequate to 
meet the present indebtedness (that 
is the provincial bonded debt) the 
citizens may be called upon to 
transfer the cash surrender values 
on life insurance policies or other 
documents that would produce 
money, for provincial government 
bonds as above.” 

This is a clear-cut threat to con- 
fiscate savings in life insurance 
policies if enough citizens do not 
come forward with their bank sav- 

jings to pey off the provincial debt 
When you draw this to the atten- 
\tion of Aberhart supporters, they 
again tell you that that feature is 
obsolete These statements are 
contained in Mr. Aberhart’s pam-| 
phlet discussed before the Apricul-| 
tural Committee of the Legislature | 
in April, 1934. Within one year 
they are obsolete. Who can say 
with assurance that the promise to 
pay the $25.00 dividend wil! noi be 
treated as obsolete in 19367

LETTER EXPLAINS 

The letter, which is self explan- 
atory, reads as follows: 

“Dear Mr. Clarke: 

“It has come to my attention 
that you have been criticized for 
certain things done by you, as 
Mayor of Edmonton, in connec- 
tion with the return to the west 


of the so-called Camp Strikers 
who were here in Regina for 
some considerable time, an& 


knowing the circumstances, I feel 
that any criticism of your ac- 
tions is so entirely unwarranted, | 
should make clear the position of * 
affairs. 

“Prior to the departure of the 
two trains from Regina, I con- 
sulted with the men and we es- 
timated the quantity of food re- 
quired to carry these men to 
their destination. I arranged for 
a baggage car on each train so 
that the food could be placed 
therein and so that the men could 
make sandwiches for themselves 
| The estimated quantity of food 
was purchased and placed on the 
trains 

“While the C.N_R. train was en 
route, I think between Saskatoon 
and Edmonton the Superintend- 
ent of the Canadian National 
Railways called me by ‘phone 
and stated that the assistant sup- 
erintendent, who was on the 
train, had advised him by wire 
that there was not sufficient food 
to carry these men through, and 
asked for instructions. 

“I immediately instructed the 
superintendent that if his assist- 
ant on the train was satisfied that 
some additional food was requir- 
ed, I would be very much obliged 
if he would get in touch with the 
city relief authorities on behalf 
of this government. This request 
went forward to your relief de- 
partment and, apparently, you 
were suffitiently interested, both 
as Mayor of Edmonton and as a 
good citizen, to personally take 
charge of our request, and you 
did so. I have already received 
the account from your city and I 
have issued instructions to pay 
the same. 


“I am sending you this letter 
withcut any solicitation whatso- 
ever because if there is any 
truth in connection with the 
| Yumors I have heard to the ef- 
fect that you are being criticiz- 
ed, 1 want to do my best to see 
that this unjust criticism is im- “ 
mediately removed.

His story was told a year | 
ago in Toronto 
Night by D. Walter Thomson. 


Springing from English and 
Irish stock, the youngster destined 
to become leader of the Alberta 
Grit forces first lifted his voice in 
vigorous protest against prevailing 
conditions during the sixth day of 
March, 1883, on a farm near Nor- 
wood, Ontario. His Yorkshire grand- 
father had cleared the first Howson 
farm in the New World and it was 
in that challenging environment 
that the future politician absorbed 
his‘ first lessons in thrift, industry 
and dogged determination. Today 
the Alberta Liberal chieftain re- 
flects upon some of the influences 
of his Ontario childhood and re- 
veals a long-cherished ambition to 
operate a farm of his own. 

“I can drive as straight a furrow 
as the next man,” Mr. Howson de- 
clares, “and I can do a g0od many 
things that the farmers of today 
have forgotten. I can harvest peas 
with a scythe—I can swing a cradle 
—we used to cut the outside swath 
by hand back in Ontario to save 
the grain from being trampled. Peo- 
Ple don't do that any more. 


“I couldn't run a combine, but 
with a small mixed farm I'in posi- 
tive I could make it succeed even 
in hard times. With an Alberta 
farm and an application of old On-| 
tario thrift, a man would never, | 
perhaps. be rich but certainly he! 
would never be poor.”

Commencing with those days) 
when he trudged barefooted along 
the two miles of dusty road to 
school at Norwood, the story of 
Howson’s eareer is a varied and 
colorful one. In a sense his experi- | 
ences over the succeeding fifty 
years symbolize the struggle and 
victory of true Canadianism in) 
meeting the challenge of typically | 
Canadian conditions both east and 
west. 

He began teaching at the age of 
eighteen in the ungraded school at 
Mather’s Corners, ten miles from 
Peterborough. Teaching soon pall- | 
ed, and after several years of 
clerking in the Sovereign Bank of | 
Canada he was appointed manag- 
er in 1906 of its branch at Stirling, 
Ontario. At that time he was the 
youngest bank official in the Do- 
minion. He was retained in that 
capacity by the Bank of Montreal 
when it took over the interests of 
the Sovereign in 1908. As a result 
of several visits to the prairie 
provinces young Howson finally 
yielded to the lure of the far West 
and, impatient over a delay in the 
granting of his application for 
trdnster to a Western branch. he 
resigned his position in the fall of 
1910, resolving to shape his own 
destiny under Alberta skies.
